Back  a  few  w»«k8  ago  we  had  a  week  of 

bela/  freezing  weather.  At  the  time 
in  company  v/ith  all  other  Texans,  native 
bom  and  naturalised,  I  thought  that 
surely  v/as  a  definite  sign  of  the  end 
of  the  world.

Leo  Sands  tells  me  that  he  sent  vou  liis 
address  a  fev/  days  ago,  but  forgot  to 
include  the  telephone  number.

Ann  Arbor  —  just  in  case> 

The  only  Basilian  documents  to  reach  us 
30  far  are  the  notes  on  the  projected 
division  into  provinces;  all  of  which 
is  quite  exciting. 

I  suppose  this  comr.iont  should  go  to  Ed 
Brennan,  but  both  Leo  and  I  have  v/ondered 
about  the  need  for  Basilian  vocation 
literatux^e,  especially  for  use  in  olaces 
like  the  University  of  Michigan,  i^he 
vocation  problem  here  is  slightly  dis- 
turbing: normally  half-a-dozen  are  pro- 
duced each  year,  but  almost  all  of  them 
£ire  to  the  secular  clergy  (understand- 
ably enough  since  Fathers  Jolin  3radley 
and  John  Fauser  are  fine  priests)  or  to 
contemplative  orders.  One  would  think 
that  the  "research  centre  of  the  Middle 
./est"  —  to  luote  the  sign  board  on  the 
outskirts  of  Ann  Arbor  —  ought  to  pro- 
duce soae  vocations  at  least  to  priestly 
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and/or  relicious  life  dedicated  to 
sanctification  throuf^h  research  or 
teaching,   (v/ithin  the  last  tlireo  years 
there  has  been  one   Dominican  vocation; 
nothing;;  else).  As  it  is,  the  situation 
bears  the  character  of  a  retreat  from 
the  intellectual  life*  I^ybe  the  kind 
of  intellectual  life  cultivated  at  U  of 
M  ought  to  be  retreated  from,  in  sorae 
cases  —  but  one  v/onders  if  sor^e  effec- 
tive publicizing  of  an  alternative  ni^ht 
not  produce  desirable  results.  The 
Nev/man  Olub  seems  the  ideal  agency 
through  \which  to  v^ork  —  better  than 
the  graduate  student  in  the  classroom, 
in  fact*  I  have  yet  to  meet  an  unmarried 
male  Catholic  gradiiate  student  in  the 
English  department* 

With  all  the  constitutional  reorganiz- 
ation going  on,  I  v/onder  if  an  explicit 
mention  needs  to  be  made  of  hov/  announce- 
ments of  deaths  in  the  families  of  gradu- 
ate students  are  to  be  made*  The  coiomun- 
ities  in  ./indsor  and  Toronto  heard  of  ray 
mother's  death  a  year  ago,  apparently 
by  v/ord  of  mouth;  but  no  i/ritten  notices 
were  sent  out,  and  I  still  hear  from 
confreres,  periodically,  who  are  surprised 
to  learn  of  her  passing.  The  current 
Annals  does  nothing  to  correct  the  over- 
sight* This  is  a  small  point,  but  the 
graduate  student  community  v/ill  be  in- 
creasing in  size  in  the  future,  and  in 
the  study  that  \/ill  ceiTtainly  fie  devoted 
to  clarifying  their  status  \/ithin  the 
Comnunity,  it  driould  not  be  overlooked. 
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If  all  goes  well  — •  a  roriuest  for  prr.ycrs 
seems  in  order  here  —  the  work  I  have 
been  doin:;  since  last.  Ilay  (outside  of 
unfortunately,  and  not  within  the  Seriinar 
framev/ork  of  the  last  two  terms'  studios) 
should  issue  in  a  viable,  and  already 
decently-researchod  thesis  topic  within 
the  next  tv;o  or  three  ifeeks.  Announce- 
ments of  the  blessed  event  v;ill  be  dis- 
patched as  soon  as  the  Doctors  determine 
that  this,  imlike  some  previous  attempts, 
is  not  a  still-birth.

They 
nov/  want  me  to  chaplain  a  f.amily  guild 
v/hich  meets  once  a  nonth.

Dear  Father  Soollard, 

I  received  the  nev/sletter  today*  I  let 
Dave  Abalos  and  John  McManus  read  it  and 
also  Wilf  Canning*  I  left  Houston  on 
Sunday  v/ith  John  I^fcManus,  Pat  Braden 
drove  us  up.  John  is  taking  a  six-week 
course*  Then  Wilf  Canning  drove  up 
yesterday  and  brought  Dave  Abalos.  Jilf 
is  here  for  two  or  three  days  doing  a 
little  research  to  finish  up  his  thesis. 

Dave  was  exJiausted  after  two  days  v/ithout 
sleep.  I  told  him  to  go  to  bed  and  he 
slept  in  ray  bed  v/hile  the  rest  of  us  went 
out  to  dinner.  We  brought  his  supper 
back  to  him.  He  felt  fine  then  and  I 
drove  him  out  to  St.  Edward's.  He* 11 
be  living  v/ith  religious  there.  They 
have  been  fine  to  him. 

St#  Edward's  is  not  near  vfhere  I  live 

but  Dave  and  I  I'/ill  be  taking  the  sai^ 
course.  He  is,  of  course,  very  eager, 
zealous  and  ambitious.  I  liave  Icnov/n 
him  quite  well.  At  the  same  time  he  is 
not  really  mature  though  he  feels  he  is. 
Actually  he  needs  a  bit  of  a  kick  in 
the  p?mts  but  it  vADuld  have  to  be  done 
delicately  and  by  someone  v/ho  knov/s  him 
well.  I  am  not  sure  that  I  would  be  the 
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ons.  Today  he  v/as  extremely  upset  by 
the  "nonsensical-'  lines  and  redtape 
involved  in  registration.  He  is,  of 
course,  finding  out  the  hard  way  that 
graduate  work  is  not  all  libraries  and 
reading.  I  share  his  dismay  at  times. 

Today  I  stood  in  the  registration  lines 
for  fifteen  minutes  and  then  came  home. 
It  was  so  hote  in  tliat  sun  (v/ell  over 
90  degrees)  that  I  decided  it  v;as  better 
to  register  late.  My  head  still  feels 
as  though  I  am  carrying  a  hundred  pounds 
on  it.  Graduate  students  can  register 
late  witliout  penalty  and  it  is  easier 
on  the  nerves. 

My  language  requirements  are  ncPiJ   com- 
pleted. I  i^inished  Portuguese  last 
semester,  ^his  summer  •111  take  only 
one  course  — «  v/hat  I  hope  is  my  last 
research  semin:-ir.  Actually  U»ll  also 
take  a  six-week  government  course  re- 
quired of  all  students.  I»n  taking  it 
v;ith  a  group  that  meets  at  seven  A^M. 
each  day  and  ends  at  ^:30.  Then  1*11 
have  the  rest  of  the  day  free  for  the 
other  course.  I  told  the  sisters  they 
Vi'ould  have  Mass  at  six  am  for  a  few 
\5feeks  instead  of  at  seven.  They  don't 
mind,  bless  them. 

I  had  a  wonderful  retreat  at  the  high 
school.  The  preacher  was  fine,  but  rwre 
important  for  ne,  I  had  a  chance  to  take 
stock  of  myself  v;hile  thanking  God  that 
I  am  part  of  the  community.  The  priests 
made  a  fine  retreat,  at  least  ostensibly, 
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Of  course  in  the  day  before  and  those 
after  I  appreciated  more  tlian  ever  tliat 
the  highs  school  has  Gome  big  problems. 
This  doean^t  alarm  me  particularly.  I 
have  been  so  blessed  during  the  past 
thirteen  years  or  so  and  of  course  it 
simply  underlines  the  human  side  of  the 
clergy  and  the  needs  for  prayers  for 
priests.  Some  of  oui*  yoiing  men  seem  to 
be  taking  the  stupid  way  out  from  wliat 
I  gather. 

I  am  tired  and  v/ill  be  glad  for  a  few 
weeks  of  rest  at  the  end  of  the  summer. 
I  have  paced  myself  more  lately,  nowever. 
1*11  do  the  best  I  can  v;ithin  the  prudent 
limits  v/hich  1  believe  my  r>articukr 
personality  demands.  I  refuse  to  allow 
my  education  to  take  on  the  competitive, 
dog-eat-dog  qualities  v/hich  exist  in 
the  business  v/orld  and  more  and  more 
cliaractei'ize  higher  educational  circles. 
l*d  ratlier  be  a  failure  in  other's  eyes 
than  see  tliat  haopen. 

We  are  planning  to  go  out  (John,  Dave 
and  I)  for  3t.  Basil's  Day.  I  told  them 
that  you  would  undoubtedly  send  ae  the 
appointments  and  that  v/e  could  open 
then  here  at  the  proper  time  and  read 
them  together.

Many  thanks  for  the  informative  and 
nev/sy  letter;  it  v^as  nost  refreshing 
to  get  caur^ht  up  on  some  of  the  latest 
Basiliana* 

Our  mail  service  here  leaves  nucli  to  be 
desired;  v/e  are  assured  of  deliveries 
tVsTice  or  at  most  tlirice  a  week,  ^'^his 
fits  in  beautifully  with  the  "aanana" 
atmosphere  that  one  encounters  every- 
where in  the  Land  South  of  the  Border. 
Even  I  have  been  gettinc  slov/ly  ac- 
customed to  it. 

Work  on  the  "cultural  center",  consist- 
ing of  a  convent  for  4  to  6  sisters,  a 
dispensary,  a  parish  hall  and  classrooms 
for  catechetics  is  prcoeeding  on  schedule. 
We  vrould  like  to  time  its  completion 
with  that  of  Hev/  York's  Lincoln  Center 
for  the  Performing  Arts. 

I  am  fordi^arding  under  spearate  cover  the 
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photographs  that  you  requested.  The 
reason  for  the  delviy  is  that  v;e  v/ere 
temporarily  out  of  film,  and  t  is  par- 
ticular type  of  film  is  also  very  ex- 
pensive. 

The  picture  narked  "2"  on  the  reverse 
side  is  a  front  vieif  of  St.  Jolm  Chrys- 
ostom  ^hurch  (Parroquia  de  San  Juan 
Crisdstomo),  San  Juan  de  Aragon.  The 
picture  marked  ^*^"  on  the  reverse  side 
is  also  of  the  sane  churcli,  sha/in?* 
sonethinp;  of  the  beautiful  cement  and 
metal  grill  fence  designed  by  Father 
Leonard  v^uinlan.  He  directed  the  vrark 
on  this  fence  during  his  stay  at  San 
Juan  this  past  sunner.  The  picture 
numbered  ♦*3"  is  of  t^:e  incomplete  "Social 
Center"  located  directly  south  and  ad- 
jacent to  the  church. -  Picture  number 
"5"  is  of "La  Pradera",  a  mission  of  San 
Juan,  also  incomplete.  Picture  number 
"6"  is  of  "La  Providencia",  another 
mission  of  San  Juan  de  Aragon.  Both 
of  these  missions  are  located  on  a  former 
lake  bed,  nov/  completely  arid. 

The  fitrures  given  in  the  report  arc  only 
approximate.  According  to  our  parish 
records,  since  our  taking  over  the  par- 
ish v/e  have  had  3»330  First  *^onnunions, 
720  baptism  and  191  marriages.  The 
latter  are  about  ^C^  convalidations.

School 
has  not  started  yet  for  Bud  Pare  and  me 
although  I  am  iTriting  crj   entrance  exams 
this  v;eek«  So  far  I  have  had  dogma  and 
moral.  Toianorrow  is  Scripture  and  then 
three  oral  exams  spaced  over  apparently 
the  next  two  weeks.  They  don't  seem 
terribly  excited  about  them  at  all.  And 
they  are  just  little  exams  as  far  as  my 
standards  go.  Only  a  question  or  two  — 
but  the  main  idea  is  to  see  if  you  can 
go  about  theology  I  guess.  The  courses 
look  very  good.  I  told  Father  ,fy   the 
line  up  in  a  letter  a  v/hile  back  so  yon 
have  probably  a  good  idea  of  how  they 
stand. 

Building  wise  this  is  a  great  place  for 
v/aiting.  Currently  v/e  are  v/aiting  for 
the  men  to  put  in  the  stairs,  the  pliimb- 
ing  and  the  heating,  ./e  have  been  v/ait- 
ing for  a  couple  of  v/eeks  —  but  they 
are  in  no  hurry.  Fortunately  the  fur- 
nace is  v/orking  and  there  is  no  large 
hole  in  the  roof  v/o  v/e  are  comfortable. 
Construction  has  not  been  a  real  bother 
since  they  are  never  in  the  house  when 
they  are  here. 

Archbi^iOp  Flahiff's  visit  v/as  appreci- 
ated by  ail  and  very  interesting.  I

house  quite  a  bit.  It  was  a  good  rest 
for  him  and  a  cliance  to  reorientate  to 
Europe  before  plunging  into  Rone,  ./e 
are  anxiously  v/aitiag  for  nev/s  about  the 
Council.   -^-hGre  is  not  much  even  over 
here*  The  proposition  of  Cardinal 
Lienart  had  much  intei^e sting  coverage 
over  here,  more  than  in  Ganad  I'm  sure. 
Le  Figaro  at  first  played  it  as  a  French 
coalition  angle  then  shortly  v;ent  to 
great  pains  to  make  clear  that  the  Curia 
was  in  complete  agreement  v/ith  the  v/hole 
idea.  Lately  they  are  very  careful  to  . 
show  that  the  French  bisliops  are  really 
part  of  the  universal  Church.  It  is 
really  good.  We  get  the  Tablet  too  al- 
though it  is  still  too  early  for  them 
to  comment.  I  noticed  in  Figaro  this 
morning  that  Bisliop  Burke  of  Buffiilo 
died. 

The  seminarians  at  Saint  Sulpice  are 
hard  at  v/ork  and  already  doing  essays. 
The  break  has  been   rather  enjoyable  for 
us  though.  It  has  been  a  chance  to  do 
some  reading  and  to  move  around  Paris 
a  bit.  The  city  is  really  enjoyable  to 
see.  Just  v/alking  doym  the  street  is 
v/orth  paying  money.  Typical  is  today* 
The  girls  v/ho  punch  tickets  on  the  subvmy 
went  on  strike  so  you  could  ride  the 
subi^ay  free.  The  trains  vibtb   all  running 
on  schedule  and  everything  but  there 
vrere   no  attendants  anvn/here  in  the  stations 
It  v/as  most  amusing  —  and  saved  almost 
a  franc  —  v/hich  is  i/orth  it.  I  have 
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found  an  Anierican  library  —  the  Ben- 
jamin Franklin  library  \/iiich  specializes 
in  American  history,  literature,  etc. 
in  English  although  it  has  a  French 
section  of  books  on  the  States*  You 
can  take  them  out  for  tliree  v/eeks  v;hich 
is  a  v/onderfiU.  feature.  Also  periodicals 
—  GonraomiTeal,  America,  etc.  —  the  only 
problem  is  finding  some  time  to  read 
them. 

Please  excuse  the  typing  but  this  isn^t 
one  of  those  fine  Unden/oods  of  once 
upon  a  tine.  Regards  to  all.

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  lotter  and 
all  the  nev/s.  I  proGume  your  talk  to 
the  Knights  of  Columbus  in  (X;en  Sound 
will  be  published  and  you  v/ill  send  us 
a  copy.  You  are  becoming  a  regular 
vicar  there  from  the  sounds  of  it.  If 
I  may  contrast  our  v^eather  i/ith  yours; 
since  about  a  v/eek  and  a  half  v/e  have 
had  f^lorious  spring  and  the  trees  i/ill 
be  budding  any  day  nov;.  The  city  is 
beautiful  in  zhe   sun  and  the  families 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  sunshine. 
You  cannot  imaf^ine  how  hard  the  winter 
was  on  them.  To  us  it  seemed  rather 
ordinary  and  even  less  than  ordinary 
since  we  are  used  to  lots  of  snow  and 
cold;  but  they  felt  it  badly  and  there 
v/ere  fuel  shortages  to  make  it  worse. 
Fortunately  v/e  had  not  problems  at  the 
house.  The  appointments  wer'en^t  cuite 
as  exciting  as  usual  and  v;e  shall  liave 
to  v/ait  for  tlio  other  ones  but  the^?-  were 
interesting  and  the  idea  of  putting  thorn 
out  nov/  was  fabulous.  I  am   sure  all  the 
presidents  and  principals  are  most  happy 
as  v/ell  asome  scholastics  who  are  good 
at  matheraatics.  Alfie  Graham  must  have 
been  a  little  taken  back  and  Father 
George  Beaune  more  than  anyone.  Frank 
0'Gi*ady  will  probably  have  forgotten 
what  it  looks  like  in  the  East.  One 
advantage  of  this  method,  too,  is  that 
it  gives  lots  of  scope  for  rumours.  Of

The  DTC  v/as  unexpected 
and  took  v^iat  v/e  had  left  for  the  rest 
of  the  year.  .Ve  have  a  rather  r^ood 
basic  collection  so  far  and  -.within  a 
fev/  years  should  have  a  good  v/orking 
library  for  anyone  livinr  here.  M;/-  ex- 
perience v/itb  you  has  helped  in  tliat  I 
know  something  of  the  general  lines  to 
follow  in  selecting  books.  Fortunately 
we  crvn  get  double  the  amount  of  books 
for  the  same  price  as  back  home.  It  helps 
considerably  v;hen  one  is  just  starting 
out.  The  confreres  are  ifondering  abou1 
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the  Noviti.?-tes,  Mow  many  at  present 
and  v/hat  hopes  for  next  year.  The 
novena  for  St.  Joseph  starts  today. 
Father  v'cy's  letter  v/as  Ymy   good.  He 
has  the  knack  of  saying  a  lot  in  a  few 
words  and  very  much  to  the  point.  Just 
by  the  v;ay,  the  scholastics  on  graduate 
v/brk  has  fascinated  us;  any  «lues?  We 
are  rather  out  of  touch  v/ith  the  schol- 
astics if  I  nay  be  permitted  a  larae  ex- 
cuse but  it  is  true  and  lately  nevjs  from 
overseas  has  been  almost  nil.  It  is 
amasing  how  few  letters  have  come  tlirough. 
We  celebrated  St.  Thomas  v/itii  due  respect 
even  though  v/e  could  not  have  a  Mass. 
I  must  say  though  the  position  he  holds 
over  here  is  a  little  different  J^rora  the 
atmosphere  around  St.  Micliael*s  ^-'ollege. 
He  is  deeply  respected  but  reasonably 
and  the  Susma  Theolo{.,iae  is  used  a  little 
differently  from  back  home.  The  expeiri- 
ence  of  our  ovm  seminary  has  proved  very 
valuable  and  v;liat  I  am  learning  here  by 
way  of  contrast  v/ill  be  handy  v/hen  I  get 
back  to  the  States  or  Canada,  with  the 
foundation  in  Edmonton  it  lookslike  we 
may  be  expanding  in  a  variety  of  direc- 
tions and  opportunities  for  theology 
v/ill  be  rather  i/ide.

I  found  a  copy  of  the  Consti- 
tutions of  1^7^  V7hich  I  suppose  you  al- 
ready have  but  in  case  not,  they  are  there. 
Thank  you  also  for  the  copy  of  Julian 
Tracol's  life  and  thoughts.  I  shall 
look  through  it  v/hen  I  get  the  cliance. 
While  I  ;/as  in  Annonay  I  read  through 
Father  ibune's  history  and  found  it  most 
interesting  not  onlv  for  itself  and  the 
beginnings  of  the  conmunity  but  mainly 
because  of  the  spirit  of  the  men  vrhich 
it  3hov;ed.

I  will  have  to  start  preparing  for  the 
ne^^  school  year.

Tou  know   I  am  far  from  being 
excited  at  the  tliou^^ht  of  this  vfork  but 
I  vjill  try  to  do  my  best,  -^hings  here 
are  really  complicated.  It  seems  to  me 
we  are  victims  of  immy   things:  a  property 
too  large  to  be  administered  properly, 
a  huge  old  building  v/hich  will  engulf 
millions  of  francs  to  remain  in  the  last 
analysis  an  olc  building*  But  even  the 
men  v/ho  make  this  house  are  quite  some- 
thing* kv'e  are  really  three  groups,  as 
you  knov/.  At  table  you  really  need   to 
stop  and  think  three  or  foui'  times  before

Regarding  vocations  it  is  liai'd  to  say 
something  since  I  arrived  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year.  One  fact  wldch  seems

Today  I  have  been  looking  through  v/hat 
I  did  during  my  last  year  before  2oin(^ 
to  the  IJovitiate.  Confreres  are  all  ex- 
cited about  «^acques  Deglesne,  especially 
Father  Pousol.  During  the  last  two 
terms  of  the  school  year  19i> 5-1956  v/e 
took  some  theology;  Jacques  t,alzliiz  ^^^^ 
than  I,  during  the  periods  I  was  busy 
studying  and  finishing  my  philosophy. 
You  see  Jacques  couldn't  finish  it  vfithin 
two  school  years  (he  began  in  Oct. 1953) 
with  all  the  misfortunes  he  had  in  his 
family.  He  finished  onlv  in  January 
1956.  By  this  time  (Jan".  1956)  I  liad 
but  one  course  to  take  in  Philosophy. 
I  took  it  in  the  morning  while  Jacques 
took  "Moral"  with- Father  Houme.  Together 
we  took  Scripture,  History  of  the  ^hux'ch. 
Canon  l&\r   and  Aixjlogetics  (this  from 
January  through  June  1956).  Now  I  am 
mentioning  this  to  you  knovring  that  it 
is  none  of  my  business  to  talk  about  it. 
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I  do  it  since  the  priests  came  in  lay 
roon  today  about  it*  It  na^^  be  that 
having  laiovm  both  systenis  I  nay  a  bit 
clearer  about  it. 

I  have  civ en  you  the  list  of  what  Jacques 
took  at  the  Seminary  in  Toronto,  i.e. 
tv;o  conpletG  years.  V/ith  vrhat  he  took 
and  v/ili  take  in  Paris  he  will  have  four 
coraplete  years  of  theolo,^  by  June  1963, 
vd.thout  counting  i/hat  v/as  taken  previous 
to  the  Novitiate.  No;/  I  don*t  see  the 
use  of  asking  v/hat  he  took  before  depart- 
ing for  Canada  since  \ie   took  again  i!K)St 
of  those  courses  in  1st  year  at  the 
Seninary. 

The  only  point  for  all  this  could  cone 
if  Jacques  were  not  bein£^  credit  for  the 
term  he  did  in  the  summer  of  1961.  That 
he  v;ould  not  bo  given  credit  would  seem 
most  c:ctraord inary  (to  me  and  the  con- 
freres) due  to  the  fact  tb-at  he  was  com- 
ing from  Algeria.  Allu  such  seminarians 
have  been  in  the  same  boat  and  have  bene- 
fitted from  such  allw^a^nces  given  the 
long  time  they  had  had  to  spend  in  the 
army.  ^Itis  is  why  v/e  have  here  in  the 
French  Seminaries  ordinations  all  tbj:'ough- 
out  the  school  year. 

I  also  indicate  to  you  the  fact  regard- 
ing the   Basilian  Hev/sletter.  I  would  be 
grateful  to  you,  Father,  if  you  could  do 
sonet  ing  about  it.  Day  after  day  I  an 
getting  used  to  the  house,  ^'here  are 
many  areas  on  v/hich  v/ork  could  be  done:

JJimday  v;ork  for  instance,  also  we  do 
not  have  what  I  coll  a  liouse  library;

house •  Moreover  there  is  no  budget 
for  such  a  thJlns. 

Since  September  21st,  \iq   are  v/orlcing 
pretty  hard.  Our  boarders  give  us  lots 
of  v/ork.  This  is  especiaH-y  t.rme  with 
the  French  systen  v;i:ich  requires  your 
presence  v/ith  tho  boys  at  every  moment 
of  the  day  and  of  the  night. 

I  have  aaationned  also  the  repairs  done 
in  x,hQ   house.  There  is  a  trenondous 
amount  to  be  done  and  millions  of  francs 
needed  to  do  5.t«  This  is  certai'ily  the 
reason  i^/hy  French  Basllians  are  reluc- 
tant to  travel  to  Canada  to  visit  the 
Order*  They  imi-^ine  that  the  ^1,000 
for  a  sumier  trip  v«>uld  be  a  real  \7aste 
Mhen   there  is  such  a  tx*emeiKlous  deraraid 
for  money  in  the  house  here.  They  under- 
stand a  Canadian  or  American  should  go 
back  home.  They  even  advocate  he  shoiald 
be  sent  home  every  t\K>   years.  For  they, 
French  Basilians,  they  consider  such  a 
trip  a  v/aste.  They  do  not  3>)eak  the 
language,  and  the  ex2)erience  of  those  v/ho 
visited  Tlorth  America,  have  led  tliem  to 
believe  that  after  two  v/eeks  you  rire 
anxious  to  get  back  home.  Of"  course, 
not  to  Icno'./  the  language  is  a  big  barrier, 
Of  course,  all  this  has  a  great  diasad- 
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vantage,  namely  to  isolate  a  house  and 
to  reduce  the  size  of  the  coiariimity  to 
the  v/alls  of  the  loca  Iiouse* 

Regarding  vocations,  the  situation  has 
improved  a  great  deal.  Tl-iree  boys  have 
come  to  see  Father  Robert  to  tell  hin 
their  desire  to  join  us.  All  are  betv/een 
16  and  1^  years  of  age  and  will  be  fin- 
ishing, lii£:h  school  betv/een  June  I963  and 
June  1965 •  There  is  also  a  change  re- 
garding parents.  I  have  net  parents 
anxious  to  see  their  son  join  us;  this 
is  indeed  nev/. 

Well  I  believe  to  have  talked  long  enough 
today.  I  won't  have  time  to  read  over 
this  letter,  i/ould  you  please  excuse  my 
many  mistakes i  I  hope  to  get  a  letter 
from  you  soon.  Father.  May  God  bless 
our  entire  Congregation  and  your  v/ork. 
My  best  regards  to  the  confreres  at  the 
Curial  House.

As  for  Annonay  there 
were  many  Basilians  not  happy  at  all;

prised. Father  Beaune  v/as  the  only  Das- 
ilia  n  left  froa  abroad  v/iio  had  a  double 
influence,  in  particular  a  spiritual  one. 
Fatlxer  Charles  l^incipe  is  an  excellent 
teacher  Wiio  is  doing  very  v/ell  ulth   the 
seniors  but  v/ho  does  not  have  nuch  ac- 
tivity outside  liis  classes.  The  best 
v/liich  can  be  said  about  Father  Ritz  is 
that  he  does  seem  ouch  accu stoned  to  the 
place.  Of  course  the  idea  that  he  vrill 
stay  in  Annonay  only  tv/o  years  does  not 
help  on  this  point.  In  conclusion  then, 
we  v;ill  miss  Father  Boamie  cuite  a  bit. 
Lots  of  priests  used  to  cone  to  him  v/hen 
they  v/anted  something  done  because  he 
v?a3  quiet  and  calm  he  v/as  listened  at. 

Father  Ritz  was  sick  for  a  long  tine. 
He  had  caught  some  kind  of  a  pleuresy 
and  this  \/as  not  a  sui'prise  for  usall, 
since  he  looked  at  the  cold  ^/inter  v/ith 
a  complete  disdain.

The  v/inter  in  '^nnonay  was  really  liard 
on  us  all.  I  don't  tliink  the  outside 
temperature  "./ould  have  been  considered 
exceptional  by  a  Canadian,  but  the  fact 
is  that  our  old  building  '/ith  its  poor 
heating  systen  couldn^t  take  such  a 
winter.  I  really  froze  for  v/eeks,  and 
the  winter  is  not  '/uite  over  since  v/e 
have  rarely  seen  ths   sun  so  far. 

As  for  my  vjoric  as  a  prefect,  I  am  quite 
liappy.  1  am  noi/  used  to  the  boys  and  I 
think  they  are  used  to  me.  I  have  the 
Jiiniors*  section  -/hich  comprises  I23 
boys,  -i-'hoy  are  now  on  holidays  until 
April  17*  We  are  expecting  the  younser 
scholastics  from  Paris.  They  should 
arrive  on  Easter  I^ionday.  ./e  hope  Father 
will  be  here  soon. 


Well,  Father  Scollard,  this  is  about  all 
for  today.  I  wish  I  will  hear  from  you 
soon*  May  God  bless  you  and  your  ^/ork.

I  begin  my  lectures  at  Regina  Mundi 
Institute  on  February  19th.  So  far  I 
have  not  received  any  pay  for  the  lec- 
tures at  the  Pont.  Istituto  di  Arch. 
No  doubt  my  pay  from  both  places  vrill 
be  sufficient  to  pay  for  one  month's 
board  and  room.  No  one  gets  rich  by 
workim^  for  the  Vatican,  especially  as 
a  special  lecturer. 
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Rome  is  very  quiet  these  days  vdth  the 
bi^iOps  av/ay,  but  is  is  also  very  cold. 
The  papers  are  featuring  pictures  of 
the  fountains  with  icicles.  It  has  not 
happened  in  years.  But  vie   are  lucky. 
No  snow.  The  center  and  the  north  of 
Italy  are  snowbound.  The  canals  at 
Venice  are  frozen.  It  is  the  v/orst 
winter  in  years.

3«  Here  comes  the  most  important  part. 

Since  v/e  want  to  follow  the  calendar 
of  the  Universal  Church  all  feasts  of 
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regions  and  dioceses,  excepting  of 
course  the  Dedication  of  the  Cathedral 
and  National  Patron  are  facultative 
for  us.   »e  do  not  have  to  celebrate 
them;  but  if  our  houses  in  Canada,  for 
example,  want  to  celebrate  the  Canadian 
Martyrs  v/e  can  do  so*  Or  if  the  Texa.s 
houses  want  the  feast  of  N3  of  Guada- 
lupe, they  can  do  so.  If  the  French 
want  St*  Joan  of  Arc  and  Francis  Regis, 
they  can  have  them.

My  desk  here  v/as  piled  v/ith  mail,  most 
of  it  ended  in  the  waste-paper  basket. 
A  few  things  require  attention,  e.g.  the 
proofs  from  the  Annuario  Pontificio  on 
our  listing.  I^fore  important  v/as  a  notice 
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of  a  neetinc  of  the  Roman  Union  of 
Superiors  General  on   September  25  to 
discuss  certain  propositions  that  have 
been  proposed  for  action  by  the  Ecumen- 
ical Council  on  the  relations  of  Ordin- 
aries and  Religious,  especially  in  re* 
gard  to  parishes.  *>ie  proposal,  will, 
I  am  sure  interest  the  Council,  viz  that 
religious  shall  not  alienate  property 
nor  go  into  debt  without  the  consent  of 
the  Ordinary.  I  shall  be  at  the  meeting. 


Rome  is  very  warm.  It  must  be  90  today.

He  v/aa 
certainly  in  Toronto  that  day  as  he 
left  here  the  previous  Saturday ^ 

Archbi^.op  Flahiff  left  for  Paris  yes- 
terday v/here  he  is  to  ordain  Ulysse 
Pare  deacon.  He  does  not  expect  to 
stop  over  in  Toronto.  He  had  gone  to 
Assisi  for  a  couple  of  days  and  had 
tried  to  reach  me  by  phone  on  Sunday 
but  had  no  luck.

Dear  Bob: 

I  received  your  letter  recently  together 
with  the  document  you  v/rote  about  Janes 
Leo  Ruth.  The  probability  that  anyone 
will  be  digging  up  the  story  of  my   life 
or  yours  maybe,  thirty  years  after  v/e 
have  died  is  pretty  small.  Of  course  I 
am  pleased  that  you  should  remember  him 
and  I  approved  of  v/hat  you  have  v/ritten 
excepting  those  remarks  about  his  appear- 
ance or  gait.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  the 
statements  are  false,  so  leave  them  un- 
changed if  you  v;ish. 

I  am  sure  that  I  never  told  you  that  I 
had  poetry  v/hich  he  had  \^rritten;  but  I 
do  have  quite  a  number  of  letters,  and 
notes  that  he  made  about  his  meditations 
during  his  novitiate  year.  I  did  read 
during  these  past  £&i  days  considerable 
of  this  material.  I  am  selecting  a 
couple  of  short  passages  that  might  be 
suitable  for  your  pruposes. 

He  v/rites  in  a  letter  dated  August  19, 
1934:  "again  our  annual  retreat  has  re- 
treated into  the  past  —  but  its  effects 
will  live  on,  we  hope,  into  the  future. 
We  had  ideal  weather  during  the  retreat 
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and  v/ere  given  every  opportunity  to 
raako  it  the  best  of  our  lives.  The 
conferences  v/ero  r;iven  by  Father  lidward 
Tighe,  vriio  i^as  not  only  instructive, 
but  very  inspiring  and  admonishing*  He 
is  a  great  man  for  usin^  illustrations  • 
and  telling  little  stories  in  his  talks ^ 
v/hich  were  so  interesting;  that  they  made 
ever  one  laugh  but  himself.  Above  all 
his  conferences  v/ere  practical  and  you 
didn*t  have  to  think  long  before  you 
could  apply  them  to  your  ovm  case.  I 
tried  to  make  it  the  best  retreat  of  ny 
life  and  I  hope  my  life  v/ill  alv/ays  re- 
flect my  thoughts  and  prayers  during 
those  days." 

He  is  remembered  for  an  expression  he 
used  in  a  talk  to  his  fellov/  novices: 
"remeber  you  cannot  remain  v/hero  you  are 
—  you  must  either  advance  in  perfection 
or  you  shall  slide  dov/n  the  icy  plank 
of  sloth  into  hell'^

All  goes  \iell.  I  have  been  meaning  to 
drop  you  a  line  and  thank  you  for  your 
kindness  in  viriting  to  me  and  sending 
alon/^  the  various  publications,  but 
time  grov/s  shorter  and  the  road  ahead 
gro'./s  lon^::er  and,  consequently,  courtesy 
and  expressions  of  gratitude  b^ave  suf- 
fered. 

I  must  confess  that  my  injury  v/as  not 
brought  on  by  the  overly-vigorous  sanc- 
timonious exercise  you  suggest.  I  just 
don^t  knov/  what  did  ti  —  I  wish  I  did, 
because,  believe  me,  I  v/ould  be  darn 
sure  never  to  do  it  again.  Things  are 
much  better  nov;  and  I  am  used  to  my 
"foundation  garment" ;  v/ith  a  bit  of  luck, 
I  may  be  rid  of  the  thing  come  Tuesday 
v/hen  I  see  the  doctor.  As  it  is  nox/, 
the  back  gets  pretty  tired  after  the 
day  sitting  in  the  librar\',  but,  as  nsy 
professor  said,  it  is  a  good  thing  that 
I  didn't  choose  to  become  a  dock  hand 
or  a  bn/ere's  mate.

Our  weather  is 
still  quite  cold,  for  here  anyv^ay,  and 
the  English  av/ait  spring  and  the'  coming 
of  the  cuckoo  with  great  longing  indeed.

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burst  and  now  the  flu  is  around  and 
the  melting  snov/  brings  danger  of 
floods.

It's  a  coo^  thing  Father  T.A.  IiacDonald 
didn't  see  this  stencilled  address  to 
me  or  you  would  never  hear  the  end  of 
it  I  Hov/ever,  all  villi   be  forgiven  if 
it  is  corrected  for  future  letters* 

As  you  know,  we  moved  in  on  the  11th. 
Many  of  us,  including  all  the  priests. 
V7ere  in  temporary  rooms  as  tlieir  final 
rooms  i/ere  not  ready •  Since  Wednesday, 
the  contractors  have  finished  all  rooms 
except  the  v/aslirooms  and  priests*  bath- 
rooms. The  washrooms  can  be  used  and 
we  have  inf:eniously  devised  temporary 
partitions  between  the  toilets  by  tap- 
ing sheets  to  the  wall.  The  plastering 
is  not  finished  in  the  priests'  bath- 
rooms v/hicli,  in  turn,  has  prevented 
the  pluraber  from  connecting  the  fiic- 
tures,  so  they  are  absolutely  unusable. 
Fatliers  w'ilfrid  Sharpe  and  Alfred 
Graham  have  moved  into  their  rooms  and 
offices  as  the  plasterer  can  approach 
their  batlirooms  fx*ora  the  adjoining 
guest  room.

in  France.  Perhans  v.'hen  a  confrere  is 
a3s5-sned  to  liaison  3t-3asile  you  could 
send  him  a  form  letter  inforciing  hiia  of 
exactly  v/hat  is  needed. 

In  spite  of  v;hat  any  American  or  Canadian - 
official  says  one  crust  absolutely,  alvjays, 
in  every  case,  vjith  no  exceptions  have 
the  follov/ing:  a  passix>rt,  a  visa  (this 
is  especially  important),  a  letterof 
financial  support  ^^Yitten  in  French  and 
sealed  v;ith  the  Comraunity  seal,  a  letter 
In  French,  sealed  officially,  from 
Maison  3t.  Basile  stating  that  the  con- 
frere vjill  be  living  there,  no  less  tb*an 
12  pas^ort  photos  v/hen  he  gets  here*

I  am  goirit^  to  attempt  to  ans\/er  your 
letter  as  promptly  as  possible  because 
I  will  be  av/ay  next  v;eek  trying  to 
complete  my  vacation  and  combining  it 
with  a  little  business  —  the  Iiission 
Secretariate  Convention  in  ./adiington. 
Eddie  Brennan  and  I  attended  it  last 
year  and  found  it  very  worthv/hile  for 
both  Directors  of  Vocations  and  for  men 
in  formation  vjork,  e.g.  Masters  of 
Novices. 

1)  ^'he  ZIP  Code  Number  is  4^057  for  the 
novitiate. 

2)  The  lake  is  directly  south  of  the 
Chapel  v/ing  of  the  tlovitiate  and  is 

just  directly  north  of  the  nev;  1-75  high- 
way but  is  v/ell  protected  by  a  steep 
bank  along  the  highv/ay  and  also  a  fence 
separating  the  State  property  firom  our 
Ov^  property.  It  1ms  been  constructed 
in  the  shape  of  a  horseshow  v/ith  a  penin- 
sula jutting  out  in  the  center  of  it. 
More  recently  we  liave  been  v/orking  to 
convert  the  peninsula  into  an  island 
with  a  bridge  across  the  v/ater  to  allO'' 
a  better  movement  of  v/ater.  It  is  about 
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700  feet  loa^;  v/ith  an  average  v/idth  of 
oO  to  70  feet.  It  vras  constructed  by 
excavating  the  area  with  a  dragline 
during  the  vrinter  cionths  and  thus  allov;- 
ing  the  water  to  ap,>ear  \/hich  v/as  just 
beneath  the  surface  in  many  places •  The 
v/atershed  which  extends  even  north  of 
the  llovitiate  building  is  the  source  of 
much  v/ater  especially  in  the  *=5pring  of 
the  year  but  there  is  every  evidence 
that  it  is  also  fed  from  sources  beneath 
the  ground,  e.g.  spi^ngs,  because  of 
the  cold  six>rts  to  be  found  under  the 
top  layer  of  ;/ater  and  also  because  of 
the  excellent  water  level  that  was  main- 
tained tliroughout  the  sunrier  months.  I 
am  enclosing  a  couple  of  pictures  which 
might  be  used  although  they  do  not  do 
it  justice  because  they  v:ere  taken  be- 
fore the  grading  v/as  completed.  If  they 
are  not  suitable,  I  am  sure  something 
better  can  be  procured. 

3)  The  blessing  of  the  statue  of  Our 

Lady  of  Grace  took  place  on  Saturday 
August  3i'cl,  1963,  and  \/as  conducted  by 
Msgr.  .v'illiam  Hermes,  the  donor.  It  is 
seven  feet  tall  and  is  situated  on  a 
knoll  v/est  of  the  building  and  is  clearly 
visible  from  the  area  in  and  around  the 
building  as  xiell   as  from  the  drivev/ay. 
The  base  of  the  sl-irine  upon  v/hich  the 
statue  rests  i/as  constructed  by  the 
Novices  and  consists  chiefly  of  the 
natural  field  stone  v/hich  is  so  plenti-- 
ful  in  this  region.
